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We have just been informed by a gentlemen well up in Washington affairs, 
that the Government of the United States sometime ago received information 
of the scheme of Chute and his Postal Union of America, and that 
the inspectors of the Government have already forced him to surrender all 
stamps that he received from foreign governments under the circular which 
he sent out. 

We hope that this action on the part of our Government will have the salu- 
tary effect of putting a stop to schemes of this character, and which are 
shady to say the very least. 


PERSIAN COUNTERFEITS. 
HOW SOME OF THE SURCHARGES AND CUT PROVISIONALS ORIGINATED. 


The prevalent uncertainty about the genuineness of several surcharges and 
cut provisionals of Persia induced the writer to forward a lot of Persian 
stamps of this kind, most of which were sold by a local dealer, toan advanced 
collector and special student of this subject in Persia for examination. This 
gentleman, Mr. Fred Schuller writes us as follows: 


TEHERAN, July 14, 1892. 
My Dear Sir;—About your Persian stamps, I beg to say: 
During a few weeks in 1877 the 10 shahi stamps, cut in half horizontally, 
without any surcharge whatever, were used in two places, as 5 shahi stamps, 
until the new stock of 5 shahi stamps arrived in these two towns from Tehe- 


ran. 

General Hontum Schindler possesses on a letter two such split stamps, with 
the surcharge ‘5 shahi’ in black, which he received in 1877. These sur- 
charges are entirely different from those now occasionally offered and are 
most probably the first Persian counterfeits. they are so denoted by the 
Persian Post Office Department. 

The use of cut in half surcharged stamps has never been authorized in Per- 
sia and all such are frauds. 

All the surcharges of ‘5’ in acircle of rays on the 1fr and 5o0c stamps of 
1883 are also spurious, as no such surcharges were ever authoritatively issued. 

The violet surcharge ‘ Official 1 T’ on the sfr of 1882 was the result of an 
experiment, and was not accepted. All surcharges of 6, 12 and 18 chahi in 
violet are, therefore, counterfeits. These counterfeits are probably produced 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Chas. Mottes, of the Austrian legation in Teheran, as 
they have all been traced to him. 

Most of the catalogued errors in ‘official’ surcharges are in all likelihood 
counterfeits, and can be detected by careful measurement and comparison 
with the genuine surcharges. 

In this connection I called the attention of the Persian Post Department to 
a published article by Mottes, containing many misrepresentations relative to 
Persian stamps. A commission was appointed to investigate the matter with 
Achmed Khan as president. In the course of the examination Achmed Khan 
took occasion to address Mottes as follows: “ Howcan you dare to calla 
cancelled reprint an officially cancelled new type? I told you expressly that 
we never cancel reprints and we never have done so, but when you asked for 
our certificate of genuineness you showed us used originals and afterwards 
you sent the cancelled reprints to Dresden,” General Semino and Mirya 
Chodadat reiterated the accusation. 
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Mottes also sells fraudulent postal cards of the first issue. In those he of- 
fers, the 2%ch is a split reprint of 1876 with a fraudulent cancellation. 

The so-called second type of the surcharge on the 6 and 12ch envlope and 
ich wrapper is also a fraud, as only one die was made of each of these. Mot- 
tes is also, in all probability, the manufacturer of these as only he possesses 
them. My best regards, yours,

It is the intention of the writer to follow this matter closely and I shall 
probably be ableto give more Persian news in future numbers.

—Filatelic Facts and Fallacies. 


AMERICAN PHILATELIC ASSOCIATION AFFAIRS. 

I have just received the following letter: 

SALISBURY, Oct. 23d, 1892. 

Dear Mr. Calman :—Many thanks for yours enclosing check on account 
of the American Philaletic Association and also for the return of my sheets. 
I can only say that I wish you were going to continue to act as Superintend- 
ent of Sales. 

I have withdrawn from the association, or at least I have sent Mr. Mekeel 
$1 for application and I was refused on the ground that I was already a mem- 
ber, and that I owed the association $3 for back payments. Now this is 
altogether untrue. The association has owed me money ever since Mr. Clotz 
held office, and my sheets were lost in Denver I believe. The w/o/e amount 
owing to me has never been paid, and I have credited the association every 
year with the dues, telling those who applied for it, when they did apply at all, 
which was very seldom, that they could take it out of what was owing to me 

I have repeatedly sent in my account, but it has never had the slightest no- 
tice taken of it, and although itis only a small one and not worth a great deal 
of fuss, still I distinctly object to being ‘‘ done,” and it is a “do” pure and 
simple. 

It was the cheek of the association saying that I owed for three years’ dues’ 
and declining to accept my name that has led me to do this, and I shall not 
fail to use my influence whatever I possess on this side, to prevent English 
collectors from joining the association. As amember of many years stand- 
ing, I think I have a right to complain, and I wrote to Mr. Mekeel in the 
same way as I have written to you in the matter, enclosing accounts from the 
very beginning. 

I should not have bothered with taking the trouble to write all this were it 
not for the fact of their wanting to rush me with dues that are not due in 
reality. nor should I have bothered about the account. It arises from the 
Supts. not settling everything when they leave office, and if I were in the 
position to do so, I would vote that you hold the office continually, and were 
paid a handsome salary for so doing, as never in my remembrance has the 
department been worked so well nor have I ever got my sheets back again so 
quickly, as 1 have during your year of office, and I am very sorry that you 
are leaving. Believe me, dear Mr. Calman, Yours sincerely,

The secretary of the Association appears to have acted strictly in accord- 
ance with the rules in dropping Mr. Brown's name for non-payment of dues, 
but the fault for dropping so good a member lies entirely in these very rules 
or in the action of the officers of the Association, 

I remember distitctly that I, myself, made the motion in St. Louis that the 
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trustees make every effort to secure the return of the sheets which were lost 
in Denver, and failing in securing such restitution, the Association should, as 
soon as the condition of the treasury warranted it, pay over to each member 
the amount of the sheets thus lost. 

This motion was duly carried, and at the New York Convention held in 
1891, after the presentation of the report of the former Exchange Supt., Mr. 
E. B. Sterling, the officers were instructed to pay, forthwith, the amounts due 
to the members of the “A. P. A.” for sheets lost, as well as for substitutions 
made on their sheets. 

More than a year has passed since then, and it is a matter of extreme ne- 
glect, to say the least, that the expressed mandate of the convention has not 
been obeyed. It has been a source of regret to me, for sometime, that the 
Association has lost in membership, and also that the members have lost in- 
terest in its proceedings, but it is not a cause for surprise if we consider the 
annoyances of this sort to which the members have been exposed, By reason 
of it, the entire Sales Department has been under a cloud and, notwithstand- 
ing that during the two years of my administration of the office of Supt. of 
Sales J gave to every member an equal chance at the sheets sent in to me 
for distribution, the sales were infinitessimally small as compared with for- 
mer years. 

I sincerely hope that the officers of the Association will immediately attend 
to the accounts now so long due, and thus restore the confidence which the 
members formerly felt in the integrity of the Association. 

We invite foreign members to join our ranks and we can at present offer 
them but very little in exchange for their subscriptions, but we can afford to 
treat them honestly.

My last was on 13th ult, and I have now to advise that this P. O. had a 
special stamp for cancelling stamps made for the centenary. About this I was 
in doubt how to act as none of your instructions applied even indirectly to a 
case of the kind. At first the P. O. would only cancel stamps on letters, but 
afterwards when they cancelled loose stamps the crush was very great and I 
could not have got them even if I had resolved to buy a quantity, I took 
those noted below, and sent 25 on envelopes a few days ago—the rest go now 
and by a following steamer. 

As at Buenos Ayres a special stamp was made only for use on the r2th inst., 
I thought it well fo ¢ry to get some, so I wrote to two correspondents there 
about it. They have not replied yet, so I expect they could do nothing. It 
seems it was managed in a scandalous manner. ‘The stamps could only be 
got at the head office and in very small quantities, so there was a tremendous 
crush, and troops had to be sent to clear the street (perhaps the first instance 
in stamp history). I expect, like most things here, the P. O, officials made a 
good thing out of it. People here are complaining that letters they know 
were posted to them from Buenos Ayres have not arrived, having disappeared 
in transit, and nobody here is responsible for anything. The stamp used 
here was publicly destroyed. Yours truly,

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CHRONICLE AND NOTES. 


UNITED STATES.—From official sources we learn that the plates of the 
following values of the Columbian series have been completed: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
10, 15, 30c, and that the following plates are in preparation: soc, $1, $2, $3, 
$4, $5. We hope to be able next month to give full descriptions of the de- 
signs of these stamps, which are claimed by our Government to be the most 
magnificent specimens of philatelic art ever made by any government. It is 
said that the issue of these stamps will put the government to an additional 
expense of $180,000.00 for the making of the plates alone.

AFGHANISTAN.—Messrs. Theo. Buhl & Co., have submitted to us some 
curious labels, that have been sent to them as specimens of a new issue for 
this country. We can only say, at present, that these are not so evidently 
bad as the so-called re-engraved types chronicled last year; the new stamps 
are oblong, the design is still composed principally of native characters, the 
only attempt at ornamentation is a pattern of wavy lines between the charact- 
ers, the whole being upon a ground of solid color. The characters have the 
appearance of being drawn by some one who understood them, and we have 
little doubt that they are not of a mere fancy nature. Upon the three values 
sent as 4a, 8a., and 1 rupee, we can trace the characters for abasi, two aba 
adasi, and rupee respectively; and we believe there is the date “1310’’ cor- 
responding with the present year. They appear to have been lithographed, 
the two lower values in horizontal rows of three, the rr. in a single vertical 
row. We have examined a block of 12 of the 4a, with a margin on two 
sides, and a similar block of 8a. with margin on three sides and a strip of 12 
of the 1r. with margin all round. These blocks are all carefully obliterated 
with a postmark in very greasy red ink, which is not altogether in their favor, 
unless the Afghan authorities have become far more accommodating than they 
used to be. The impression is in bluish slate (an obliterated copy of the 4a. in 
dull blue is also shown us) on pale rose pelure paper. We have thought it 
desirable to describe these curiosities at some length but we must not be taken 
as thereby expressing any great belief in them,

NEW ZEALAND.—We are indebted to two correspondents in this Colony 
for some very valuable information in reference to the early issues, from 
which it appears there can be no doubt that stamps upon the Star water- 
marked paper were among the first put in circulation. We hear of one speci- 
men of the 2d. Star wmk., on a letter dated August, 1855, of another used in 
October of the same year, and of several used in 1856. It is known that the 
first supply of stamps, 1d. 2d. and 1s., was sent out to New Zealand in 
September, 1854, and with them, no doubt, the plates for printing those 
values. The issue does not appear to have taken place until July, 1855, and 
before that time a stock of stamps may have been printed in the colony. 
Those sent out from England were (we can now have no doubt) upon the 
Star paper, those printed in New Zealand upon unwmk. paper, biue and 
white, and stamps upon all three varieties of paper may have been issued at 
about the same time. Printing upon these unwmked. papers, varying some- 
what in quality, continued until the end of 1861, when a supply of the Star 
wmked. paper was obtained from England, and the statement by Mr. Davies, 
published in Zhe Philatelic Record for September, 1889, that “In Febru- 
ary, 1862, stamp-printing was started in the Postmaster-General’s office in 
Auckland, and paper watermarked with a Star was used for the first time,” 
must be taken as meaning that such paper was then used for the first time for 
stamps printed on the spot, The 2d, and 1s. New Zealand are known upon 
Star wmked. paper, slightly blued by chemical action of some sort; the 2d. 
used in 1855 is described to us as upon paper showing this peculiarity, the 1s. 
on the same paper was doubtless issued at the same date, and we may expect 
to find the 1d., Star wmk., wpon the blued paper also. 

We are further informed that the 2d., type of 1875, on paper wmked. with 
a large Star, has been found postmarked as early as May 1oth, 1875, two years 
earlier than the date usually assigned tothis stamp and the 1d. on the same 
paper. 

The ¥d., wmk, Star and N, Z., recently chronicled, appears to be a more 
or less temporary issue, pending the preparation of a new design for that 
value of the same size as the rest of the current series, 

(Zhe Monthly Journal.) 

We have on a previous occasion alluded to the so#-disant new official sur- 
charge, of which we gave an illustration, without, however, feeling assured as 
to its authenticity. Mr. C. F. Casella wrote, however, as under, on the 6th 
of this month, enclosing specimen, on which there could exist no doubt. 
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“As there seems to be some little doubt in regard to the new surcharge O. 
P. S. O. on some of the New Zealand stamps, I now have much pleasure in 
sending for your inspection the larger part of a sheet of sixty 1d, stamps, sur- 
charged as above, and which, I think, will remove any doubt as to their genu- 
ineness.

It pains us deeply to be forced to record the death of Mr. E. Harrison 
Sanford, who passed away on Saturday, November roth, at his home in Pater- 
son, N, J. The immediate cause of Mr. Sanford’s early end was Bright’s dis- 
ease, but an attack of the grip which he had in 1890 had so weakened his 
system that he was an easy prey to any sickness that might attack him. 

His death will leave a sad void in the hearts of all interested in Philately, 
in the vicinity of New York, as by his courteous manner he had endeared 
himself to all who came in contact with him. 

Mr, Sanford was formerly known as the possessor of one of the finest 
general collections of postage stamps and the sale of his collection will always 
be remembered by those who were interested in stamps at the time. 

Of recent years he has devoted his attention entirely to the stamps of the 
United States and the British North American Colonies. The collection of 
United States locals is probably the finest in the world and contains many 
gems that are almost unknown, and the early provisional stamps issued from 
1842 to 1847 present a magnificent array. 

The loss of Mr. Sanford will be severely felt by all, as a warm spot was 
reserved for him in the hearts of all who met him.
